Hold Rail Rate Decision 
May Bring, Big Advance 


WASHINGTON. July 2 0 .- A general increase in freight rates 
>n western railroads is considered probable if the interstate commerce 
:ommission refuses to reverse its recent decision in the western lumber 
ate case. 
In a petition filed with the commission bv western carriers seek- 
ng re-argument of the case, the roads contend that the decision which 
lets new m axim um rates and awards shippers’ refunds on the differ- 
nce between rates paid in the last five years and the new rates, 
sstablishes a dangerous precedent. 
lf permitted to stand, their petition declares, the door is opened 
o all classes of shippers to bring long established rates in dispute and 
f successful in getting them reduced, to obtain gigantic refunds from 
the railroad companies on the basis of the lumber rate decision. 
Such an assault on their revenues would deplete their finances 
m d require a general advancement of rates, the railroads declared.

The shortage of building me­ 
chanic. in all part, of the na­ 
tion ha* reached such propor­ 
tions that much needed con­ 
struction work either has been 
abandoned or postponed indefi­ 
nitely. 
The great strength %of 
the 
labor unions, ‘particularly 
In 
the East, is held largely re­ 
sponsible 
for 
this 
condition. 
Working on the theory that 
the fewer their number, the 
greater demand for their ser­ 
vices, the stronger unions for 
the past several years have 
consistently reduced the num­ 
ber of apprentices in their sev­ 
eral trades, and som e unions 
have refused to accept any at 
all. 
This 
action 
resulted in a 
great shortage in all lines of 
m echanics, particularly brick­ 
layers and plasterers, when the 
great building boom 
started 
throughout the nation. 
The 
severity of this shortage may 
be realixed by the action of the 
com m ittee of the Public Group 
in New York. which, follow ing 
the recent signing of a new 
scale in that city 
whereby 
bricklayer, 
w ere 
granted 
a 
wage of $ 1 2 per day for two 
years, sought perm ission 
of 
the union to employ bricklay­ 
ers and other m echanics, 
re­ 
gardless of their union affilia­ 
tions, on needed schools 
and 
public buildings at the union 
rate of wages. 
This action w as 
necessary 
because 
private 
contractors, 
anxious to com plete 
pending 
Jobs, were offering substantial 
bonuses over the 
recognized 
scale for union men. 
This ac­ 
tion Im m ediately drew the me­ 
chanics from the public build­ 
ings. 
H ow ever, the political 
strength of the 
unions 
was 
such that it 
w a . 
considered 
necessary 
to 
get 
perm ission 
from the unions 
to 
employ 
non union help on the needed 
public buildings. 
In the m eantim e, work on 
the 
public 
schools, 
needed 
badly by the city, w as at a 
standstill pending consent of 
the union officials to em ploy 
other labor. 
There are numer* 
ous trade schools in New York, 
where so-called “white collar” 
men. attracted by 
the 
high 
w ages paid m echanics, learned 
the different trades, 
it is this 
class of men which the public 
group desired to employ, stipu­ 
lating that in every case the 
men m ust be com petent and 
the 
pay 
equal to th* union 
scale.

No person shall place on or about 
any hydrant or curb-cook connected 
with the pipes of the Santa Ana W a­ 
ter Works, any building material or 
other obstruction, so as to prevent 
free access to the same. 
The City will not bo responsible for 
damage caused by the breaking of 
any pipe or service cock. or for any 
other Interruption of the supply of 
w ater by reason of the breaking In 
machinery or stoppage for m-ceasary 
repairs. 
The City reserves the right at any 
time to shut off the w ater in their 
mains for the purpose of making ex­ 
tensions or repairs, or for other pur­ 
poses, and all persons having boil­ 
ers within their premises, not sup­ 
plied with tanks or cisterns, but de­ 
pending upon the pipes of the City 
W ater Department to keep them sup- 
S 
lied, are hereby cautioned against 
anger of collapse. 
Any person, firm 
or 
corporation, 
violating any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
In a court of competent Jurisdiction, 
shall be fined not more than fifty dol­ 
lars, or be Imprisoned in the City Jail 
not exceeding twenty-five days, or by 
both such fine and Imprisonment. 
A ll Ordinances 
or parts of Ordi­

“Master, we saw one casting out 
demons in thy name; and we for­ 
bade him, because 
he 
followeth 
not with us.’’—v. 49. John was in 
tolerant. Perhaps he thought 
he 
wa« very loyal to Christ. But 
he 
wasn’t. John stood b o straight that 
he leaned over. 
There are 
too 
many like him. One such 
person 
would be that one too many. No 
man is a Christian, no matter how 
“orthodox'’ he may be, who is not 
broader-minded than the sect 
to 
which he belongs, if that sect does 
not from principle commend every­ 
thing that is being done for the 
betterment of the world. 
There 
was some 
excuse 
for 
John’s Intolerance, if such a sin 
ever is ••xcusable. He had 
been 
reared in a small 
town, 
which, 
probably, as many towns of a few 
hundred 
inhabitants, was 
noted I 
for the provincial 
character 
of j 
public opinion; and certainly 
he 
was living 
In a most 
Intolerant■ 
age Furthermore John was a Jew, 
and the Jews of his time were the 
victims, so to speak, of their ultra 
pharisaical . teachers. 
Tolerance, 
catholicity, equal rights for all, 
the Fatherhood of God and 
the J 
brotherhood 
of 
man, these 
and 
words and phrases of similar alg-1 
niflcanc* 
were 
practically 
un­ 
known. 
The 
leaven 
of 
Christ'* 
revolutionary teaching had not yet 
begun to work. 
But there Is no excuse now fo r ! 
following John’s example of Intol­ 
erance—not In this day and eoun- 
trv The precepts of Christ, fam il-. 
far to or 
easy of access to all, 
will not permit It. Therefore 
be j 
glad that good is being done 
by) 
those o t every sect. creed, party; 
and religion, and 
also 
by those 
who hold allegiance to no cellarous I 
organisation. Th* man who, hi hie 
way, is casting out demons could I 
not do any better—and maybe not I 
ss well—if you did get bim to amy! 
"Shibboleth’* as you say It. 
And ss long as he Is succeeding 
so admirably, really 
what 
differ- j 
enc* does it make whether or not 
h» even tries to pronounce “Shlb- 
holeth” at all. with the accent, 
emphasis and inflection 
that you 
give it? It is what he Is doing that 
counts, and not that he answ ers. 
at roll-call next after yon. 
lf John could have had his way, 
he would 
have had 
the demon- 
possessed continue to suffer all the 
torment 
of 
the 
damned, rather 
than that they ahould he healed 
by one who was not of his party! 
And mavbe you are entertaining 
much th# same spirit. Better think 
It over very carefully. Let us see, 
Are you really 
glad because 
the 
’•unorthodox” 
are 
casting 
out 
demons? Well, the “acid teat” 
of 
your gladness 1s In going to them 
and frankly 
telling them! “how 
glad you are ” 
Have you 
done 
that? 
“Lord, wilt thou that we hid fire 
come down from heaven, and con 
some them*”—▼. 54. We read in 
John 4‘9 that "Jews have no deal­ 
ings with Samaritans” There was 
enmity of long standing between 
Jews and 
Samaritans, based 
on 
rsclal and religious prejudice. The 
Samaritans 
were 
not 
of 
pure 
Israelltlsh blood, 
and religiously 
they were “unorthodox.” The Sa­ 
maritans of a certain village 
re­ 
fused to “receive 
Jesus, because 
his face was as though he 
were 
going to Jerusalem.” 
Tt was no great wrong, ff needed 
any at all, of which these Samari­ 
tans were 
guilty. 
They 
merely 
withheld from Jesus and his disc!- 
pies the hospitality that wag cus­ 


tomary. 
But John took It as a gross In­ 
sult, and one that deserved 
the 
utter annihilation of 
the 
entire 
village—men, 
women, 
children, 
houses, 
tenements, hereditaments 
and appurtenances thereunto be­ 
longing! John “bolled over.” Well, 
people 
sometimes do 
that 
now, 
when they feel 
themselves 
“In­ 
sulted,” and 
especially lf 
It 
be 
done by an "Inferior.” Looked 
at 
from this distance, John's entire 
attitude was ridiculous, but 
not 
more so than the similar attitude 
of persons now who take offense 
at mere nothings, and swear by all 
saints that they will be avenged. 
Therefore do not call down lire 
from heaven on the head of the 
poor offender, or nome of It will 
surely fall on your own unprotect­ 
ed head. To John's mind the best 
excuse the Samaritans could have 
for living at all was that 
they 
might be o f service to the Jews. 
when occasion required. 
Do you 
know anyone who holds a similar 


opinion concerning those of a dif­ 
ferent and inferior (?) race today? 
Maybo such a person Is a church- 
member, but is he a Christian? 
“Beloved, let 
us love one 
an­ 
other; for love is of God.”—v. 7. 
And this, and much more like It, 
was written 
by the 
same John 
who wanted to call down fire from 
heaven 
to consume 
the Samari­ 
tans' And yet it was not the same 
John. He had not lost his Identity, 
but he had changed his character. 
Companionship with Jesus Christ 
had produced the change. He had 
caught the spirit of his Lord. John, 
when writing his epistle, now old 
and saintly, was not the Boanerges 
who would 
have 
watched 
with 
demon-like pleasure the death by 
fire of a whole village of Samari­ 
tans 
What is needed most today 
is that 
John-like 
companionship 
with Jesus, intimate and 
tender, 
that 
transformed 
an 
intolerant 
man Into a real 
saint. 
It 
would 
solve all race and religious prob­ 
lems. and 
as nothing else 
can, 
would change an evil and chaotic 
world Into a paradise 
Suppose 
that all people lived and loved as 
John did during the latter part of 
his life Earth with Its strife and 
bitterness, would become a place 
fit for angels.

The most dangerous factor in case of an emergency 
in the surf is the loss of self control.

fright, most bathers wear themselves out. 
Comment­ 
ing upon this phase of the tide-rip menace, the R ed­ 
lands Facts says: 
“ The strong 
undertow 
at 
Newport Beach 
dragged a girl to death Saturday. 
Unfortunate­ 
ly, the days of ocean bathing each year bring 
a list of such accidents. 
The power of the waves 
is irresistible at times. 
The advice given by an 
expert recently, in The Facts, to swimmers to 
allow themselves to go with such an undertow 
or rip tide, until the rip has exhausted itself, 
merely giving out enough energy to keep afloat, 
reserving all one’s strength for the swim hack 
to land when the bather finds himself released 
from the grasp of the swirling waters, should 
he borne in mind by local swimmers. 
The life 
is generally lost through exhaustion following 
upon a battle with the waves, at a time when 
such an effort is futile.” 
It is not always a tide-rip that gets bathers into 
trouble. 
Too often it is nothing hut a venturesome 
spirit. 
One who cannot swim or who at hest is a 
poor swimmer unthinkingly goes out too far; along 
com es a disconcerting wave. and the bather is in 
trouble. 
There are cases in which an excited bather 
has drowned in water that was not up to his neck.
